(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH 

OR DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON 

A COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. 
Computer program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" 
(37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables having more than 50 pages of text are 
permitted to be submitted on compact discs.) or

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In all claims, the phrase "by the fact that" should be deleted; the phrase 
"the said" should be --said-- e.g. line 2, claim 3. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the 
conical conformation as set forth in claim 4 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. The structure of the shield, 
housing, detector, window is not vague and not understood. It is vague as to 
what is the structure of the shield; what is the window; how window cooperates 
with lip 17; how detector is mounted in the window; how lip 14 is connected to the 
inner race 5; etc. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 are (insofar as understood) rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(%") 
as being anticipated by Merklein et al. (5,969,518). 

Merklein discloses rotational speed measuring device with a sealing shield, 
encoder, and a magnetic field sensor wherein the detection surface is position 
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inside the house in such a way that the detection surface directly faces the 
encoder wheel (Note whole document).
